That the by-laws of said Association provide for the reg- 
istration and transfer of thoroughbred animals and the pub- 
lication of their registration in a book known as the “Herd 
Book,” and in addition that a system of additional registra- 
tion of animals already registered in the Herd Book of the 
corporation based upon performance in the production of 
milk and butter fat with minimum requirements for eli- 
gibility and to be known as Advanced Registry shall be 
maintained by the corporation under rules and regulations 
prescribed by its Board of Directors. 

That in accordance with the provisions of said by-laws 
the Board of Directors of said Association did adopt rules 
known as Advanced Registry Rules. That said rules, 
among other things, provided the minimum requirements 
in the production of butter fat in various classes in order 
to entitle a cow or heifer to admission to Advanced Reg- 
istry, and the manner and method of conducting the official 
tests for determining the amount of milk and butter fat pro- 
duced by a cow on official test, and that “the acceptance 
of tests for advanced registry rests in the discretion of the 
Association and is not a matter of right accorded to mem- 
bers, but is a privilege to be granted or refused in the dis- 
cretion of the Superintendent of Advanced Registry or the 
Board of Directors.” 

Said rules following the clause in respect to feed and 
drink contained the following provisions under the sixth 
subdivision of rule 6 for the conduct of official tests, to wit: 

“And if it shall be ascertained at any time that the 
spirit and intent of this rule has been violated or 
evaded, then and in that case any record made or in- 
fluenced by any means in violation of this rule may be 
rejected; and if it has been accepted; it may then be ex- 
punged and canceled of record and rejected; and any 
person violating this rule may be expelled and ex- 
cluded from, and denied the privileges or rights or 
recognition in or by the rights of said Association.” 

Subdivision 11 of the special rules for the conduct of 
official tests under rule 6 provides: 

“But no test of any cow shall be accepted for ad- 
vanced registry by the superintendent unless he shall 
be satisfied that such tests have been in all things 
fairly and honestly conducted and that the rules of the 
Association have been complied with. If the superin- 
tendent shall be satisfied that any dishonest or im- 
proper practice in connection with the making of any 
test has been employed, or a reasonable suspicion 
thereof exists, he may reject such test, or, if the same 
is previously accepted and a certificate issued, he or 
the Board of Directors may cancel such acceptance and 
certificate, and in all such matters his decision shall 
be final.” 

Rule 9 entitled ““Expunging of Incorrect Entries” reads: 

“Upon the evidence of such incorrectness any incor- 
rect entry may be expunged from the manuscript or 
printed volumes of this register by the Board of Direc- 
tors; and the certificate of registry be revoked, and in 
such case the Board of Directors shall cause to be pub- 
lished in the next volume of this register the revoca- 
tion of such record, and the certificate thereof.” 

That the supervision and keeping of said system of Ad- 
vanced Registry is one of the important functions per- 
formed by the defendant Association. All tests are under 
the supervision of inspectors selected by said agricultural 
colleges and in the State of New York by the College of 
Agriculture of Cornell University under and pursuant to the 
by-laws and rules of Advanced Registry and the direction 
of the Superintendent of Advanced Registry. The accep- 
tance by the Superintendent of Advanced Registry of a 
record of a test invests it with an official status and tends 
to standardize prices of Holstein cattle and stimulates the 
business of keeping Holstein cattle for dairy purposes. The 
admission of a cow to Advanced Registry or acceptance for 
Advanced Registry of a record of tests made by or upon a 
cow adds largely to the value of the animal tested, and if 
the certificate of Advanced Registry is revoked by cancel- 
lation or expunging it, the market value of the cow whose 
record is expunged will become lessened. That during the 
progress of a test, if the cow under test shall show a pro- 
duction of milk or butter fat of unusual quantity or high 
rate considering her age, it becomes the duty of the owner 
or supervisor in charge to report immediately to the Super- 
intendent of Advanced Registry who may order a re-test 
and send an additional supervisor or two additional super-

My farm is a manufacturing institu- 
tion just as much as that of the manufacturer of plows, 
harrows, harvesters, etc., and if I succeed I must apply busi 
ness principles to its various departments, just as do the 
uccessful manufacturers of plows, milking machines, et« 

The selling of farm products—crops and livestock, in

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Holstein Extension at Home 


XTENSION work in a good many ways is a peculiar 
E; institution. In nearly every industry that is up and 

doing, we find extension departments under some 
name or other and we find men who are drawing down and 
earning good salaries to take charge of that important ef- 
fort. From the very fact, however, that we have men in 
charge who may be regarded as professionals who make 
a business of trade extension and missionary work for 
their particular industry, it seems the natural thing, ap- 
parently, for a good many of us, to sit back and let the fel- 
lows do the work who are on the payroll for that purpose. 
Men of vision, however, who have a real interest in their 
industry, recognizing the advantage that follows promotion- 
al work and extension, are quite ready to offer the active 
cooperation that is an essential part in the successful car- 
rying out ot any plan of extension work. The man who is 
hired to take charge of it cannot earn his salt without the 
cooperation of the men in the industry. But with that co- 
operation, properly directed and co-ordinated, he can ac- 
complish wonders. 

Now, in our own industry, we believe there is a very 
general recognition of the value and necessity of intelligent 
extension effort, and there is a general appreciation of the 
advance that has been made alorg this line in the past few 
years. But isn’t it a fact that the great majority of us 
are doing far less than we ought to in helping to push the 
thing along? We admit that the extension program is a 
fine thing, and we talk about the South and Southwest as 
affording a wonderful field for development, urge our of- 
ficials to pay special attention to organization and extension 
work in those sections, when as a matter of fact the biggest 
opportunity for Holstein extension lies right in the most 
thickly populated Holstein states. We should do every- 
thing possible to push along the work in all of these sec- 
tions, but there is no excuse for a breeder of Holsteins lying 
down on the job so far as his own personal effort is con- 
cerned, simply because he lives in a thickly populated Hol- 
stein district. Kven in the best dairy sections, there is an 
appalling percentage of scrub sires used; there is an appal- 
ling percentage of unprofitable nondescript animals pos- 
ing as dairy cows. There is no Holstein section in this 
country that is accomplishing 100% of its possibilities, and 
until such a maximum is reached, there is no basis for 
the excuse that nothing remains to be done in your own 
locality. 

In this issue of the World we tell the story of a breeder 
in the state of Minnesota who has had the courage to prac- 
tice what he preached, and who has by his own enthusiasm 
and untiring energy turned his county from a Guernsey 
stronghold to one of the livest Holstein communities in a 
state we will all admit is fairly active along Holstein lines. 
That story should point the way and be an inspiration to

other breeders to put new energy into their efforts at com. 
munity development, through the medium of the Holstein 
cow. We also present a brief account of Holstein progress 
in the state of Missouri, which is typical of the territory 
that is now opening up for development in th: Southwest 
The photographs show that they are bringing out some 
animals of remarkably good type, and the list of state 
champions proves good progress in the matter of develop- 
ing individual producers. With such a basis to work on 
properly directed extension effort down there should bring 
about wonderful results. There is an opportunity for more 
effective extension effort all along the line, and the more 
we can show in the way of definite results, the more we 
will be able to accomplish. The point we want to make, 
however, is this—the more successful we can make our 
extension department, the stronger will be the demand for 
Holstein cattle, and that can only-result in greater prog- 
perity for our breeders. It is a matter, therefore, that 
concerns every one of us. The possibilities are only 
limited by the amount of personal cooperation from the 
breeders themselves. Let’s not leave it to the other fellow, 
therefore, but resolve, each one of us, to at least carry our 
own weight in the matter. Write to Mr. Aitken, who is at 
the head of our extension work, tell him of the conditions 
in your section, and offer your services as a volunteer 
in the good work. 


Something to Guard Against 


REAT progress was recorded during the past year in 
Give development of the state organization work, and 

an idea has been put into motion and is now working 
itself out that is filled with wonderful possibilities for the 
future. These state organizations, when placed upon a 
sound business basis, have a contact with the individual 
breeder that is impossible in the case of the National As- 
sociation, and it seems very probable that the state associa- 
tions will be able, more and more, to assume functions 
that have in the past been performed by the National Associ- 
ation. As has been pointed out before, however, we must 
keep the proper perspective in relation to these state or- 
ganizations; we must remember that they are but children 
of the parent National Association, and that they must in 
no sense compete with the National for they can never 
take its place, and it is to the interest of every one of them 
to promote first of all the National interest. And now 
we come to the thing which we believe we must recognize 
and look out for right now, and that is to see to it that 
through the intensive development of the state spirit 
through our state organizations, we do not become pro- 
vincial in our views and cultivate a feeling of jealousy be- 
tween the states instead of a stronger spirit of cooperation 
in working together for the same end—the advancement of 
the great national industry of breeding purebred Holstein 
cattle. In particular, we must lean over backward to re- 
move any causes for ill feeling between the different states 
in those projects where they are brought into contact. We 
refer particularly to events like the National Sale. This 
year for the first time it was put upon a truly national basis 
and the whole industry which furnished the occasion for 
the sale received the profit from the sale of these greatest 
animals of the breed to go back to the individual states for 
promotional work. The idea was a wonderful conception 
and met with unanimous approval on the part of all dis- 
interested breeders. In carrying on this series ot sales, 
however, it must be ever borne in mind that the individual 
breeders who are represented in the sale have a great deal 
at stake. They have consigned the best animals they own. 
In many cases they have allowed the sale committees to 
come in and pick out animals that they could ill —- 
spare from their breeding herds, and they have — 
those animals to go out from their herds from a sense i 
loyalty to the industry. Those men are entitled to equally 
broad-minded treatment on the part of whatever state or- 
ganization is managing the sale. With so much at stake, 
the reaction is most unpleasant and unfortunate if pr me 
from any state or group of states, are given the er 
license for feeling that they are being discriminated agains 
in the handling of the sale in any way, shape or oor 
With so much real money at stake, folks are apt to i 
things that do not exist and feel that they have — 
grievance when they have not been hurt at all.

The Cover 
HE cow on the cover this week is one of the most 
T sensational producers of the Holstein breed. She is 
Kookee DeKol 2d,No.139803,and has recently completed 
her fifth consecutive test in her 9-year-cld form, producing 
33.77 lbs. butter, 735.5 Ibs. milk in 7 days, with the remark- 
able 30-day run of 137.50 lbs. butter, 3107.4 lbs. milk. The 
special significance of this record, however, is that it is her 
fifth above 30 lbs. butter in 7 days, and also her fifth above 
700 lbs. milk. With the single exception of May Echo 
Sylvia, no other cow of the breed has ever made five 7-day 
records each above 700 lbs. milk, while her five 30-day rec- 
ords, four of them being above 3000 lbs., and the fifth one 
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above 2900 lbs., have never been equalled in the United 
States and are beaten only by May Echo Sylvia. The aver- 
age of her five 30-day records for milk as well as for but- 
ter is the highest in the United States, the figures being 
3067.72 lbs. milk, 136.81 lbs. butter. Her five 7-day records 
average 729.04 lbs. milk and 33.63 lbs. butter. This average 
has been beaten in the United States only by Segis Fayne 
Johanna and Glista Ernestine. Her average for five con- 
secutive 7-day milk records is the fourth highest in the 
United States, although none of the three cows beating 
her has gone above the 700-lb. mark during every one of the 
five years. Kookee De Kol 2d is a real credit to the breed. 
She has produced a daughter that bids fair to follow in her 
footsteps, and as an individual, two of them can beat her. 
We shall have, in an early issue, a complete story of her 
work. She was bred by A. S. Baldwin, Patterson, N. Y., 
and is now owned by J. G. Dutcher, Maplecroft Farms, 
Pawling, N. Y., where she is under the care of that veteran 
cattleman, H. D. Warner.

Cole’s alleged confession at which all parties interested 
may appear and produce evidence and cross-examine wit- 
nesst Any cancellation in the absence of such a hearing 
will irreparably damage our property interests and our 
reputation Phat the statements of several other mem- 


bers of the Association who accompanied the plaintiff were 
taken by said Executive Committee in the presence of the 
plaintiff and his counsel. That the plaintiff personally and 
by his counsel submitted various questions to witnesses and 
briefly examined them upon various questions, That after 
the statements and evidence of all persons present had been 
completed, plaintiff's counsel requested an opportunity to 
present a brief to the Committee before it completed its 
investigation and was informed he was at liberty to do so. 

That thereupon said Committee adjourned to meet at 
Chicago on the 22nd -day of September, 1919, and the 
President of the Association on August 25th, 1919, directed 
the Secretary to call a meeting of the full Board of Di- 
rectors of the Association for September 22, 1919 at the 
Congress Hotel in the City of Chicago and directed the 
Secretary to send a copy of the call of said meeting, ac- 
companied by a notice of the meeting and of the hearing 
before the Board of Directors to the plaintiff. and other 
persons who were interested, that they would be given a 
hearing before the full Board of Directors, at which time 
evidence might be presented. That said meeting was so 
called by the Secretary by a notice dated and posted Sep- 
tember 8th, 1919, and a copy of said call and a notice of 
said meeting was mailed to the plaintiff and to other inter- 
ested parties. 

That on or about September Sth, 1919, plaintiff com- 
menced this action and obtained an injunction restraining 
the defendants from cancelling the records of his cattle 
tested for Advanced Registry, which had been accepted by 
the defendant Association, or from taking any action look- 
ing to or intended to bring about said cancellation. 


VI. 


That upon the trial of this action the defendant 
Association conceded that it did not intend to act under 
that portion of subdivision 11 of rule 6 which provides for 
action by the Superintendent of Advanced Registry, nor to 
cancel the certificate of advanced registry issued to plain- 
tiff upon the basis merely of a reasonable suspicion of dis- 
honesty or improper practice. 

CONCLUSIONS OF LAW 
i. 

That the Board of Directors of Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation is the proper tribunal to determine the validity of 
the Advanced Registry official records of plaintiff’s cattle. 

II. 

That in this collateral proceeding the Court will not 

determine the validity of the election of the directors, the

The advanced registry certificates issued by the defen- 
dant Association to the plaintiff, and the records on which 
they were based, which were challenged in the proceedings 
before the Executive Committee and the Board of Directors 
of the defendant Association, constituted and are property 
rights of substantial value.

That plaintiff has no adequate remedy at law. 
IX. 

I direct that judgment be accordingly entered herein 
without costs to either party.

lo the casual observer the six little 
alves pictured are six little calves, 
and nothing more. To those familiar 
with their histories, however, they are 
i fine example of the value of high 
bred sires and of the building up of 
records through the long time test. 
The picture was taken a few years 
wo at Albert Kk. Smith’s Milky Way 
Farm at Sumas, Washington, taken 
with no thought of future use, taken 
because the sun was shining bright 
and the calves gamboling on the 
green were an incentive to the mak- 
ing of a pretty picture. The histories 
ft the calves, now grown to maturity 
ind with calves of their own will be 
f interest ‘o all breeders. 

The first youngster, Jessie Henger- 
veld Johanna 3rd, (even in her in- 
fancy Jessie quite naturally took the 
lead), is out of Sir Korndyvke Pietertje 
Hartog and Jessie Hengerveld  Jo- 
hanna. Sir Korndyke Pietertje 
Hartog is well known as one of the 
best bred bulls of America, in 1919 he 
vas officially declared the eighth bull 
in the United States in prize winning 
laughters, and Jessie Hengerveld, the 
lum, is a fine cow.

Announcement is made by the New 
York State Council of Farms and Mar- 
kets of the appointment of George E. 
Hogue, of Arcade, N. Y., a practical 
farmer and breeder of Holstein-Frie 
sian cattle, as Commissioner of Agri 
culture, to succeed Charles S. Wilson, 
who resigned because of ill health and 
the demands of his large fruit farm 1n 
Ontario County. Mr. Hogue’s appoint 
ment took effect July Ist. As commis- 
sioner of Agriculture, he is a member 
of the New York State Fair Commis 
sion, member of the Board of Trus 
tees of the State College of Agricul- 
ture, at Ithaca, N. Y., and of the 
Geneva Experiment Station, at 
Geneva, N. Y. 

Mr. Hogue comes into the position 
of Commissioner of Agriculture with 
a farming experience covering a 
period of many years. He was born on 
a farm in the Town of Lyndon, Catta 
raugus County, and started his farm 
work by doing before and 
after school and later worked == on 
farms during the summer, while 
teaching school in the winter. The 
work on his farm of 1500 acres in 
Wyoming County is now directed by 
Mr. Hogue’s son, but the new Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture still exercises 
some supervision over the project. 

Successful in farming, he has also 
been suecessful in business enter- 
prises in which he has engaged. Mr.

Moxee Johanna Worndyke Piebe No. 
460057, the $10.000 heifer sold by Toy- 
on Farm association of California to 
the Long Lake Livestock company of 
St. Paul, was bred by William Todd & 
Sons of Yakima, a firm little known 
to advertisers and seldom seen in the 
sales or show ring. but holding a high 
place in the estimate of western breed- 
ers, at least, for the consistency of 
its breeding operations and the qual- 
ity of the animals it turns out. The 
firm has long been an advocate of the 
yearly rather than the seven- 
day or thirty-dav test. and _ the 
bulls which have headed its 
herd have been selected in accordance 
with this theory. At present William 
Todd & Sons are using a son of Sir 
Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes, ‘out of 
one of E. C. Sehreeder’s best produc- 
ing dams. and the production of the 
herd is being developed with a view to 
making it pay on a commercial basis. 
There is nothing elaborate about the 
plant and nothing spectacular, except 
the results. about its operations. It 
is primarily a farm dairy, managed by 
\lex Todd and his brother as hundreds 
of other farm dairies throughout the 
country are managed, with a minimum 
of labor and expense and with the pro- 
duction of market cream as its ob- 
iect, the sale of purebred surplus be- 
ing an incident to the general scheme 
of things. 

Moxee Johanna Korndyke_ Piebe 
born June 9, 1917, is the daughter of 
Cascade Fleta Johanna, also of ‘Todd 
breeding and a 31-lb. junior four-year- 
old with 30,001.2 lh. of milk and 956.51 
Ib. of butter in a vear. The latter is 
one of onlv 10 30.000-Ib. cows and is 
now owned in California. Another Todd 
bred world beater is Cascade Johanna 
Tllustrites, the Hollywood cow which 
holds the world record of 161.4 Ib. of 
milk in one day, with 30.72 lb. of but- 
ter and 941 lb. of milk in seven days, 
and 114.16 lb. of butter and 3,564.8 Ib. 
of milk in 30 days. She is now on 
vearly test, and from August 18, 1919, 
to April 1, 1920, produced 20,842.8 tb. 
of milk. She is by the same sire as 
Cascade Marie, another Todd produc- 
tion, that made 1,107.5 lb. of butter 
and 28,724.5 lb. of milk in a year. 

Cascade Johanna Illustrites and Cas- 
cade Marie are by the same sire, and 
Moxee Johanna Korndyke Piebe is re- 
lated to both through her dam, who 
made her record under remarkable 
circumstances. She was not recog- 
nized at the start as being a phenom- 
enal producer and hence for two 
months was given no particular at- 
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ering Compelling recognition fo, 
1erself, she was then given every ne 
portunity, and entered the 30,000.) 
class in spite of the handicap of eae 
months with calf. She is now to }, 
tested in the 10-mo.-att; r-calving ae 
ion. Moxee Johanna Korn. Piebe 8 
owned for a time by Tyson & Mek} 
heer of Yakima and was purchase 
from them by Toyon Farms. which “a 
cured most of the members of their 
herd, as well as some others from the 
Yakima valley, when they went out of 
business more than year ago.

Membership in the United Dairy A 
ociation of Washington, which by rea 
on of the fact that Holsteins predom 
nate in Western Washington, where 
the association operates, is largely 
made up of Holstein breeders, has now 
reached a total of 6000, and plans tor 
the construction of utility plants in 
everal counties are well under way, 
In some counties. in fact, local asso 
iations are already operating plants, 
and the beneficial results of dairymen 
controlling their own output, which is 
the keynote of the association’s activ- 
ities, are already being felt. 

The Grays Harbor association oc 
cupies a strategic position in the dis- 
trict around Aberdeen and Hoquiam, 
the largest centers of a section which 
is somewhat isolated geographically 
from the big markets of the state, but 
which, peculiarly adapted by natural 
conditions to dairying, produces an 
immense tonnage of milk annually. 
The association is selling 95 per cent 
of the market milk and cream used in 
the harbor cities and successfully op- 
erates its own modern distributing 
plant recently acquired in Aberdeen. 
In “flush” seasons milk not needed for 
immediate consumption is diverted to 
the association’s cooperative cheese 
factory at Satsop, said to be the 
largest single cheese factory in the 
United States, and is there converted 
into the “Satsop” brand of full cream 
cheese, which has already entered 
markets in every part of the country.

IN JUDGING DAIRY CATTLE. 
OCTOBER 9, 1920 


The first Students’ National Con- 
test in judging dairy cattle, was held 
at the National Dairy Show in 1908, 
and, excepting 1915, the contest has 
been held every year since. From 
1908 to 1919, inclusive, 125 teams and 


{ individuals, altogether 38S students 
representing 29 agricultural colleges, 
have taken part in the contests. 

Kor weeks before the contest the 
students prepare for it: and_ their 
visit to the Show brings them into 
contact with the leading breeders of 
dairy cattle from all parts of the 
United States and Canada. The direct 
educational value of the contest, there- 
fore, can hardly be over-estimated. 
Figures recently compiled show that 
more than 95 per cent of those who 
have taken part in previous contests 
are now engaged in agricultural in 
dustries, and that practically all ot 
them are making good in their chosen 
lines of work. 

The Students’ Judging Contest will 


‘-be held October 9th, 1920. It will be 


under the supervision of the Dairy 
Division, United States Department 
of Agriculture. Entries must be on 
file in the office of the National Dairy 
Shew not later than 5:00 p. m., Octw 
ber 7th. Many agricultural colleges 
have already signified their intention 
to enter the contest and doubtless last 
year’s record of fifteen teams will be 
broken. 

Seven beautiful silver cups will be 
awarded to the winning teams by the 
American Guernsey Cattle Club, Amer- 
ican Jersey Cattle Club, the Ayrshire 
Breeders’ Association, the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America, 
Hoard’s Dairyman, the J. B. Ford 
Company and the National Dairy As- 
sociation.
